tb« matter of time. Hallway employ- 
««iMt‘lally conductors and engl- 
p.vr*. are an nan ti nu n of I he minute 
• ud llie second and have ao Warm-d to 
iruat to tbelr watches (hilt they do not 
acquire tbe ttk111 that many men bare 
ot guessing lime by vurloua natural In- 
dleatioua or by a aort of myaterioua 
knack. 

Tbe laborer wbo does not carry a 
wun-b can ofteu guess within ten or 
fifteen" minutes of tbe time at any hour 
of bia working day. It la not uncom¬ 
mon even In New York for a laborer 
p on the street to Impure tbe time of <lay 
of a passerby. but tbe query la ofteueat 
made near tbe noon hour, und tbe la¬ 
borer. If aaked to guess, could probably 
come very clone to tbe very minute in¬ 
dicate! by tbe length of abadow *, tbe 
IKieltion of tbe sun und tin- quantity 
of light falling Into the at reel. Mm 
working undergmuud or at night guess 
tbe time much less flowljr than those 
who work by daylight and In the open 
air. 

Many men go by tbe ••hunger clock” 
and can guess very clone to tbe L ur 
for quitting work whether at noun or 
toward tbe cloae of tbe (lay'll work. In 
aliopa when 1 there lire no clocks* hun¬ 
dred* of tnqulrh* in to tbe t!iu • |>n*s 
front mouth to mouth a* those boura 
approach. The algtinl for quitting work 
aeldorn crnnw ns a surprise to the ordi¬ 
nary band Worker. 

Itrnln worker* and men w !uHe trade* 
require delicate manipulation do nut 
gueaa time ao accurately na unakllled 
laborer*, because they ts-emne ao ab¬ 
sorbed In tbelr work a* to l*e obllvioua 
to tbe flight of time. A lutrdworking 
bualncaa man of New York used to 
keep an alarm clock on hi* desk. which 
went off nt tbe hour be should make 
ready to catch a suburban train. Tbe 
alarm literally waked him up out of 
thought. Sometime*, ao to speak, be 
alept through tbe alarm nnd tnlaaed his 
train. Without this reminder be would 

k overstay bia time at tbe office an hour 
or more. 

Some men have a really uncanny 
power of gueaalng time. They do It ap¬ 
parently without tbe aid of natural ln- 
dicntlona and by mean* of some Inward 
MOitor which *or* ou measuring off 
tbe boar* like a chronometer There 
are men wbo can ordinarily gueaa tbe 
time within ten mlnutea at any hour of 
tbelr waking day. It la suspected that 
auch men rarely become deeply absorb¬ 
ed In their work, though tbe faculty 
often accompanies floe Intellectual pow¬ 
er*. 

A much rarer power than that of 
gueaalng the time at a given hour of 
the day t* that of gueaalng the elapaed 
time In abort period*. Hardly one man 
In ten cnn come within live minute* of 
gueaalng the chipM-d lime In period* of 
le*a than half an hour and more than 
a quarter, und very few can tell with¬ 
in a minute when a period of ten min¬ 
ute* ha* elapsed. 

The un*«t difficult feat In lime guess¬ 
ing I* to wake from a sound sleep In 
the amall hour* after having gone to 
bed before midnight und guts* within 
half an boor of the time. Moat |*er- 
*on«, unaided by natural Indication*, 
auch a* moonlight, tbe tlr«t *lgn* of 
dawn In midsummer or the profound 
quiet of the house in winter, cannot 
under the**' condition* gueaa within 
two hour* of tbe time. 

I>r*on* onllnarlly underestimate tbe 
time they have slept at night und over¬ 
estimate the length of a daylight nap. 
The cat nap of two or three minute* ap¬ 
pear* to moat person* to hare lasted 
from fifteen minute* to half an boar. 
In fact, some person* seem to get to 
sleep all over ami through and through 
whenever Ihty lo**e consciousness and 
are thus utterly oblivious of the flight 
of time, while others seem never, even 
at night, to l>e thoroughly saturated 
with aleep. Peroons of the latter claea 
wake at any moment of the night In al¬ 
most full possession of their faculties 
and can usually form a pretty good 
notion of the boar. 

Public speaker* are proverbially bad 
goesaer* of the elapsed time when they 
apeak extemporaneously. Clergymen, 
through habit, however, can gueaa pret¬ 
ty close aa to tbe length of an extem¬ 
poraneous sermon, and tbe clergyman 
who preaches beyond his usual time 
get* many hlnta that he la talking too 
long from the conduct of hla hearer*. 
When a preacher area hla usually wake¬ 
ful hearer* maiding and the younger 
member* of the congregation more than 
naually nneaay In their seata he know* 
that he haa passed hla nsnal limit. 

Women and children are had gneom 
era of time because they tend to be pre¬ 
occupied with tbe matter of tbe mo¬ 
ment. ao that they are oblivious to all 
else. Men who have the habit of keep¬ 
ing tbelr watehe* accurate and of not¬ 
ing the ho nr down to the very second 
are amused to find that moat women 
fake no note of any period of time be¬ 
low a quarter of an hour. Nine women 
out of ten with a clock face In Bight 
rttt fktt trr note the M»e within flra 
nlnntes. 

It la the eternal putxle of the man 
irttb a keen sense for time that many 
women and some men seem to believe 
hat time haa a way of pansing In Its 
Ight. Hurh men and women after lu¬ 
lling the tips will report It the aame 

_ minutes later and will resent with 

m Injured sir the suggestion that tba 
wnr cannot be exactly tbe aame that It 
rat ten mlnutea before.—New Tort
